Madame Chiang Kai-Shek ask- 
ed the United States for im- 
mediate aid in China’s critical 
civil, war. 

Her appeal, made in Nanking, 
was broadcast by the American 
Broadcasting Co. in a hookup 
with the Chinese capital. 

Said the wife of China's pres- 
ident: 

“I only ask this—to tell you 
that any further aid must be 
immediate and definite. 

“if communism prevails in 
China, you, my friends, will ul- 
timately also be suffering. 

“For with China's strategic 
position, resources and = man- 
power in communist hands, you 
yourself will be greatly weak- 
ened, 

“If China falls, all of Asia 
goes. And certainly Asia’s im- 
portance to world peace is not 
one whit less than that of Eur- 
ope.” 

Madame Chiang said her and 
her husband’s faith in ultimate 
victory was still strong.

County Share in 
Financing New 
Aid Bill Shown 


The people of San Bernardino 
couuty would have to pay $2,572,- 
000 more in property taxes, if the 
state were to levy a property tax 
of $1 per $100 of taxable valua- 
tion to finance the additional state 
cost of aid to the aged and blind 
made mandatory under the pro- 
visions of Proposition No. 4, Cali- 
fornia Taxpayers’ atsociation said 
today. 

The state, the Taxpayers’ asso- 
ciation pointed out, has almost 
unlimited power to tax the peo- 
ple, including the power to levy 
a property tax--which it has not 
done since 1915. 

Over the state as a whole, a $1 
state property tax rate would 
mean a tax levy of about $122,- 
000,000 just about enough to 
finance the increase in cost of 
aid to the aged and blind which, 
it is estimated, would result from 
just the first year’s operation un- 
der this measure. Payments of 
aid to the aged and blind without 
the additions to the rolls which 
would result from the liberaliza- 
tions under Proposition No. 4 al- 
| ready reach $155,000,000.

_ WASHINGTON Sixteen na- 
tions now are receiving radioac- 


tive isotopes, by-products of the 
atomic bomb project, from the 
United States.

This means that thousands ot | 
scientists in Europe and other | 


parts of the world have the oppor- 
tunity to participate in or observe 
isotope experiments and results 
It doesn’t mean we are giving thes« 
* other, nations a glimpse of 
atomic secrets, 
Radioactive isotopes 
ments such as iodine, gold, 
and zine that contain radioactiv- 
ity. Except for this radioactivity 
they are identical to regular ele: 
ments. The radioactivity is pro- 
““duced’as a by-product of splitting 
atoms, by exposing elements 
to an atomic pile. Making them 
radioactive is like placing a bell 
or a headlight or a tag on an ele: 
ment. The radioactivity marks 
them as plainly as if they were 
ringing a bell or glowed 
light..Here's what this means to ¢ 
scientist:

GAINESVILLE, Fla. (7) 
Paint treate@ to kill insects 
‘comes more rather than less poi- 
sonous as time goes on, studies by 
the University of Florida indi- 
cate. The Univercity’s engineering 
and industrial experiment station 
made tests with insecticidal paints, 
lacquers an@ varnishes over a two, 
year period. 

“It was observed that the coat- 
ing surfaces did not become less 
toxic but rather, became more tox- 
ic with age,” S. S. Block of the 
experiment ‘station reported. He 
caid the insecticide appeared to 
force itself gradually to the sur- 
face of the paint to form tiny crys- 
tals. The crystals were produced 
because the paint was so full of 
the poison that it threw some of it 
off from time to time.

Because of this characteristic, 
poson which was loct through 
wiping or washing the painted 


surface was replaced shortly af- 
ter being removed.
